Fvery now and then there comes1 a story of some 
"dt-s|»erate.encounter. No less desperate on account 
of its smallness. The direct tosses in the engage- 
ments are not relatively large, but their occurence 
and reoccurence show that the spirit of indepen- 
dence is as rife in the Philippines as in the Ameri- 


• can colonies in the davs of 1776 and among a- peo- 


ple on the otbtr side of the world. The judgment 
of the Filipinos may be criticised, and so was. the 
judgment of the American colonists « century and 
a qaarter a.;o. Sibling against a force that was so 
much stronger -nd superior that the contest seemed 
hope!< s a ui ntrhaps it might have been but for 
the a«<tist«nce and sympathy of France. It scenes 
to the practical mind that it is too bad that these 
poorly equipped Fillipihos should stand out against 
th? mightier forces of Uncle Sam, but they are do- 
ing «o. and with a vigor and earnestness that mani- 
fest a determination to continue the struggle until 
the end. 


There is much the same sort of game being piny- 


ed in South Africa, and it can only be interred that 
the spirt of liberty impells the Boers to resist, as it 
did the American colonists, whose example and sue- 
ct-v* is undoubtedly before their eyes, as it is with 
the Fillipmtfe 


It is remarkable how the two most powerful na- 


tions in i lie world have been so long been held 
back bv these weaker people, the Boers and the 
Fillipinoh. The military rulers against each, who 
had studied the problems, gave confident assurance 
that t:iey were fully prepared to conquer each In 
fewer months than they have been engaged at it in 
vears nitli increased forces and without decisive 
results
